The campaign, which closed 
in 


Maine with the election today, has 
beeu one of the most peculiar and hard- 
est fought iii the history of the state. 
The Democracy had held their state 
convention aud declared for a single 
gold standard when the Chicago con- 
vention was held. After Sewall had 
beeu nominated for 
Vice-Preaideiit, 


another convention was hold, the gold 
platform repudiated, the canidate for 
governor forced off the ticket arid a 
iiew set of candidates named, on a free 
silver platform. 
The gold Democrats 


then held a convention and nominated 
an independent ticket. The Democrats 
thns began the fight under great dis 
advautngss. The Republican organiza- 
tion lias been a splendid one and they 
have been assisted by the strong men 
of their party from all over the nation. 


Chairman Manley expects to carry 


the state by from 25,000 to 40,000' and 
will not be satisfied with much under 
the latter figure. 


In 1872, at the September 'election, 


the Republican majority was 10,545; 
hi 187C, it was 15,444. 
In 1880 the 


state went against the 
Republican 


party by a majority of 185. 
In 1884, 


under the stimulus of the great leader- 
ship of James G. Elaine, the Republi- 
can party reached high water mark, 
and gave a majority of 19,815.

1SSS its majority was 18,053. 
In 1892 


its majority was 12,503. 
In 1804 the 


Republicans carried the state by over 
38,000.

Eureka, Oalfornia, Sept. 14.—Four 


were killed and sixteen seriously in- 
jured by a traiu on the Arcata Mad- 
River railway going through a bridge 
at Arcata late last night. 
The dead 


are Annie Holland, Miss .Kirkman, 
Fanny Gregory and Sandy Cameron. 
The badly injured are Conductor Har- 
vey Samruous, Engineer George Burke, 
Fireman Burke, Mrs. Kate I^inor, 
their arms aud legs being 
broken; 


David Wood, Mrs. David Wood, Miss 
Winthrop, Dau Mahoney, two children 
of Mahoney, Mary Zentara, Anne Zeni 
tara, Mrs. Gregory aud child 
and 


others, injured, but not . seriously. 
Louis Everding jumped from the rear 
platform of the train as it went down. 
He was the only one who did hot go 
down and the only one on the train 
who escaped unhurt. . 


EUREKA, Cal., Sept 14.—By the col- 


lapse of a bridge on the Arcata and 
Mad River railroad near this city Sun- 
day afternoon, 
an 
accommodation 


train was precipitated into the bed of 
the creek below, four persons were 
killed outright and a number of others 
seriously wounded, some of whom will 
die. 


The dead are: Alexander Cameron, 


brakeman; Miss Annie Holland, of 
Riverside; Miss Kirkham; an unknown 
child. 


The injured—David Wood, Glendale, 


badly injured and can not survive; 
Mrs. 
David Wood, wife of the above, 


both legs broken and internally in- 
jured; the two little children of Mr. 
David 
Wood, 
badly 
crushed and 


bruised; Geo. Burke, engineer, severe- 
ly scalded and bruised; Chas. Burke, 
fireman, badly burned; Harvey Sam- 
mocs, conductor, fatally injured; Mrs. 
Kate Minor, arm and leg 
broken; 


Annie Vintera, face cut and leg broken; 
Mr. Vintera, internally injured; Dan- 
iel Mahoney, dangerously bruised; two 
children of Daniel Mahoney, seriously 
injured; an unknown Italian woman, 
unconscious and will die. 


Details of the accident are difficult to 


obtain, there being no telegraphic com- 
munication with the scene nearer than 
Eureka. 


As far as known, the accident was 


caused by the collapse of a bridge 
spanning Mad river, about five miles 
from town. 
The accommodation train 


which leaves Arcata at^4:30 o'clock in 
the afternoon consisted of two coaches, 
one box car and engine, and carried 
about 20 passengers.v Shortly after 5 
o'clock a telephone message was re- 
ceived stating that the train had been 
derailed at Mad river bridge and was a 
total wreck on the river bed. A relief 
train with doctors, nurses, medical sup- 
plies, etc., was immediately dispatched 
from Arcata to the scene. 


The three cars and engine were 


found lying beneath the bridge, a mass 
of splinters. The wounded had man- 
aged to drag themselves from the de- 
bris, and were nursing their cuts by 
the waterside. 


Buried beneath the wreckage were 


found the bodies of Miss Holland, Miss 
Kirkham and Mr. Cameron. The un- 
known child was alive when found but 
died a few minutes later. .' 


The injured were carried up a steep 


bank with great difficulty, and it was 
nearly 10 o'clock when the relief train 
started on the return trip to Arcata 
bearing the dead and wounded. The 
train was met at Arcata by the entire 
population of the town, and a sorrow- 
ful scene was enacted as the dead and 
injured were claimel by friend.o and 
relatives. 


The bridge that collapsed is several 


hundred feet in length.

The game which 
Russian diplomacy played under Prince 
LobanorT.s hand of paralyzing- inter- 
ference iu the sultan's misdoings until 
the time became right for the ntter 
ruin of Turkey to the agrandizement 
of Russia, seem about to end. There 
is no doubt that the queen's indigna- 
tion over the Constantinople massacres 
had much to do with this change of, 
policy. 
Her majesty rarely interferes, 


but when she does the interference is 
effective. Apart from the message which 
she is understood to have sent to the 
sultan through Sir Philip Ciu-rie, ex- 
pressing- her indignation and horror of 
the massacres, the queen is known to 
be using- her influence with the czar. 
The visit of tlie Russian imperials to 
Balmoral, which was supposed to bo a 
purely family affair, devoid of all pos- 
sible political results, is likely to prove 
quite the other way and to have more 
practical influence on European poli- 
tics than cither the visit to Vienna or 
Breslau, and possibly more eveu thau 
the Paris demonstration.

SILVER COINAGE A REMEDY.

The Daily Financial News a-ml Finan- 


cial Kecord are two well-known \Vali 
street papers devoted to financial mat- 
ters. Itocently they were asked to state 
what position they would take in re- 
gard to national politics. In their reply 
they bring a most severe indictment 
against tlio single gold standard, point 
out the real dangers it has occasioned 
and strongly emphasize thy necessity ot 
squarely facing the situation. Follow- 
ing are a few brief extracts from their 
verj' instructive letter: 


"Both the Dally Financial News and the 


Financial Record are Wall street papers. 
They have no politics and take no aide, ex- 
icept In so far ns politics directly affect 
finances, and particularly the value and 
safety of securities based upon debts of 
the country, public and private. Incurred 
in developing our energies of production 
and exchange of commodities. 


"For seven years past both of our papers 


have steadily advocated the full remon- 
Itlzatlon of silver by restoring It to free and 
unlimited coinage at the existing ratio with 
gold. Such a policy has seemed to us so 
clearly and absolutely essential to a resto- 
ration of general prosperity, to return to 
surplus earnings for production upon which 
the safety of all securities depends, that 
we have held our course, though standing 
nlone in this city and encountering oppo- 
sition often unpleasant and always In- 
jurious to our bank account.1' 


"Walt street deals in debts. The philoso- 


phy of the debt Is very simple. When the 
debtor la making money and can pay inter- 
est and redeem principal at maturity, In- 
vestment In the labor of other men is easy 
and unremunerative. But when a man or 
an institution In debt ceases to earn a sur- 
plus over actual and necessary living or 
tunning expenses, there is nothing left for 
the creditor, and the value of the debt van- 
ishes. The man lives, somehow." 


"We believe that the adoption of a 'gold 


unit of value' and the suspension of free 
coinage of silver (the dollar of which was 
previously our 'unit of value') by the act of 
February, 1S73, have been the main causes 
of the decline In the prices of all other com- 
modities ts since measured by gold—a de- 
cline which has brought production to or 
below cost line In most things and now 
threatens the foundation upon v.-hich all 
securities rest. The decline has covered 
European gold-standard countries as well 
as our own. 


"To show how destructively expensive to 


our country that decline has been we will 
cite a single instance: 


"Had we received for our exports alone 


for the year 1S95 the prices of 1S73 they would 
have brought to our people SP(]0,OCO,COO more 
than they did bring, and this would have 
been distributed through every Interest pro- 
ducing and handling them from raw ma- 
terial until delivery for consumption. Our 
-exports are perhaps five per cent, of our 
total product. The difference which a fair 
price Vi'Ould give would be available for 
.debt-paying, or for surplus. This is only 
one year of 23, though one of the worst. 


"We believe tho single gold standard will 


continue to Diminish their power. Hence 
we oppose It. We believe that the full re- 
monetlzatlon of silver by free coinage will 
Increase their power. »Hence we favor that 
course. Our people are honest and will pay 
.If they can. 


"Fear of illogical and impotent alarm by 


security holders will not excuse the plain 
duty of fortifying tho earning power of the 
people to meet a great and Imminent peril. 


A policy adapted to borrowing more 


money must give way to a policy adapted 
to earning more money. 
' / 


"A policy to increase the value of our 


products, not the volume of our debts. 


"This involves more money. As we are 


writing to bankers we must cite bankers' 
opinions to sustain our position. We, there- 
fore, refer you to the conclusions reached 
by the Baltimore bankers' convention as 
to the needs o£ more money to meet the 
needs of an energetic people. 


"The convention thought the banks ought 


to Issue the additional money. Other peo- 
ple think the government ought to Issue It.. 
But all agree to the need of more money. 
Who shall furnish It Is a question of detail 
to bo determined by the people, through 
their congress."

tire not many islands with a 


more stormy or more heroic history 
than that of Crete. In remote antiquity 
it was the' redoubtable "Isle of One 
Hundred Cities," and had an illustrious 
line of kings, among whom were Khad- 
amantlais, Minos and Itlomeneus. The 
last-named led a fleet of 80 ships to 
assist in the conquest of Troy, and was 
the last Of what we may call the k-gend- 
nry kings. After him a gap of several 
centuries occurs, and when tha record 
is resumed it is no longer fable, but 
authentic history. At the time of the 
Persian invasion of Greece the island 
was populous and prosperous. It was 
divided into several independent rc- 
' publics, which, like those of the penin- 
sular ITellas, vyere not always in peace 
and friendship with each other. They 
Jcept free from foreign wars, however, 
except us they voluntarily furnished 
mercenary troops to whichever side 
would pay best for them. This was 
done in both the Persian and Pelopon- 
nesian wars, when the Cretan archers 
were as noted and as dreaded as those 
of Merry.England in later ages. 


The prowess of the nncient Cretans 


nnd their insular position kept them 
free from invasion down almost to the- 
Christian era. While the eagles of Home 
"flapped wide wings in fiery flight" 
over nearly nil else of the known world 
that island retained its independence. 
Indeed, it was only through intestine, 
quarrels that it was at last subdued. 
Some 70 years before the Christian era 
Rome took advantage of the prevailing 
discord in Crete, to invade the island, 
on the pretext that, the Cretans had 
given aid and comfort 1o Mit.hridiites, 
and had ill-treated some IJoman soldiers. 
The first, nrmy wns repulsed and almost 
annihilated by the Cretans. But Home 
was determined to achieve the conquest, 
if it took the whole power of her em- 
pire. Army after army was sent, and 
iifter three years of desperate tight- 
ing Home prevailed. For the first time 
in her history Crete became, in (is H. C-, 
subject to an alien master. From that 
day to the present, for more than 1.000 
years, she has been a conquered prov- 
ince, never once regaining the inde- 
pendence so long maintained and so re- 
hictantly relinquished. 


For many years Crete remained an 


appendage of Home, and then of By- 
zantium. It.firstfell into Moslem hands 
in 823, when the. Arabs, led by Michael 
live Stutterer, found it. an easy prey, j 
Xo important nttcm.pt to coloni/e it 
was made by the new conquerors, but 
many of the Greek inhabitants."volun- 
tarily or involuntarily, accepted 
the 


Moslem faith. 
Ro it comes to pass that 


at this day there are few Turks or Arabs 
in tho island, though many Moham- 
medans, tlic latter being of 


linquishcd in 1710. Thereafter came the 
blood ie.st chapter in Cretan history. Op- 
pressions, rupine, torture and massacre 
made up the daily story for more than 
100 years. The Cretans were in a chronic 
state of revolt, and in 1821 woulrl prob- 
ahty have boon successful had not. an 
Egyptian army come to the aid of the 
Turks. Seven years later, when Greece 
became independent, Crete was ceded 
to Egypt as a- reward for the latter's 
services. 
For some years thereafter, 


under the wise rule of Mehemet Ali and 
Mustttpha Pasha, the island enjoyed 
such prosperity, peace and justice as 
It had not known for inanj- centuries. 
Unhappily, in 1840 the powers c-.om- 
pellccl Mehemet AIL to surrender 
it 


•igain fo Turkey, and since then af- 
fairs have been nearly as bad as pos- 
sible. The great rebellion of 30 years 
;igo resulted in the granting of some 
reforms. But the Cretans did not know 
how to make proper use of the advan- 
tage they had gained, and now the whole 
battle must be fought over again.—N. Y. 
Tribune.

Falling prices lead to lower wagea 


and enforced idleness, and lor such loss 
in income the wage-earner is not by any 
neans compensated, for retail prices, for 
reasons that are obvious, fall butslow- 
Iv, and not so far or fast as the income 
of the wage-earner. So the wage-earner 
is impoverished by falling prices, even 
though nominal rates of wages may be 
kept from falling commensuratcly with 
the fall in wholesale prices. And the 
result of this is, of course, that neither 
farmer nor manufacturer can reduce 
the cost, of production proportionately 
with a fall of prices of their products, 
such /-.s is inseparable from an approach- 
ing measure of value. In ability to tv- 
(luee interest, charges, taxes and rents 
at all, and inability to cut. wages as 
fast, as wholesale prices fall, make this 
out of the question, ("ons-vquenily. fall- 
ing prices cut into the profits of the 
farmer and man it fact urer. and tlius lead 
to curtailed production, the result of 
which must be enforced 
idleness 
to 


many wage-earners, and enforced idle- 
ness for many sor>. leads through the 
struggle for work to lower waires for 
all.—American.

Another answer^in the Helen Ger- 


lach vs. Conrad C. Gerlach divorce 
case has been filed by the plaintiff 
through Evans & 
Livingstone, 
in 


answer to defendant's answer to her 
petition. She denies every statement 
made by the defendant in his answer. 


Plaintiff says it is true that she re- 


quested the defendant to send his daugh- 
ter away from their home and that 
she made this request to him about two 
weeks before she went to Columbus, in 
October, 1895; that when she returned 
to live with defendant, after having 
gone to Columbus, he promised to have 
his daughter, Minnie, go [away. She 
says that owing to the daughter's pecu- 
liar disposition and because of her con- 
'dtict toward the plaintiff as described 
in the petition, which she affirms that 
it is utterly impossible for plaintiff, 
with any peace or comfort, to live in 
the same house with his daughter. 
Plaintiflf denies that she ever attempted
